NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—R. G. Dun &

There is a rift In thc clouds Faint and yet

Little money comes back as yet from timid 


holders and the paralyzing effect on exchange 
is nearly us complete as ever, but that very 
fact pushes each section and city into relying 
more on itself and not on tho government. 
Many concerns are falling and closing, but re- 
sumptions are becoming somewhat frequent 
and in ifle veryoshrlnkage of production men 
see that demand must soon overtake supply.

AUGUSTA, Me., Aiig-. 18.—The drought 


which prevails over nearly the entire 
state has been unprecedented in the 
crop-growing season for many years.

forded over limited sections by li^ht 
local showers, but there are extensive 
reg-ions where scarbely an Inch has 
fallen during1 the summer. 


Pastures are naked of feed and wells 


and spring's are dryinjf up; and to add 
to the distress fires of greater or less 
magnitude are burning in many sec- 
tions of the state. The grain now be- 
ing harvested is of light growth and 
still lighter in quality. The apple 
crop, which is the mainstay of the 
farmers In large areas of the state, is 
not one-quarter that of last year. The 
only redeeming feature of the situa- 
tion is found in the barns well stocked 
with hay, this crop having proven sat- 
isfactory in quantity and quality.

The causes of the widespread glacia- 


iloB of the land we livs in are obscure 
»nd a good deal of difference of opinion 
exlsta In regard to them. Same think 
that to suppose an elevation of the 
northern ends of the continents will 
account for all that took place; since 
the higher tha land the higher the oil' 
mate In gemeral, to thatwhat once fell 
u rain afterward* falls as snow, tto 
raw material of gUctcn. Others sag' 
reA* ofaMtt is thfilap* of the ocaw 
btttBi, catthtff o>-4f» vMtfm ennenw/ 
tbwt now owtyaoHeatof thetropjd 
yeas) toward the pole*. Still others fol- 
low OroU in thinking that the cause of 
the oold is to be looked for in changes 
of the earth's orbit which slowly varies 
in eccentricity from age to age. The 
result must be that atpoints of high ec- 
centricity in one hemisphere the winter 
Is long and cold, when it occurs 
in the part of the orbit farthest from 
the sun, while the summer ia short and 
hot 
Of course jost the reverse takes 


place in 
the opposite hemisphere. 


Which of these theories is the more cor- 
rect, or whether two or more of them 
should be combined is not easy to de 
die. The one thing certain is that at 
one time, or perhaps several times, our 
hemisphere became largely encased in 
Ice, which melted a few thousand 
years ago, and that the flowers we pluck 
in the spring owe their distribution 
largely to the process. Strange, is U 
not, that a tiny wild flower should bear 
In Its mere presence at one spot or an- 
other evidence of the profotradest sig- 
nificance in the life ot a world? If we 
had a complete history of the wander- 
ings and dangers undergone by a sin- 
gle tribe of these little beautlfiers o( 
the bare woods of spring, how full of 
interest it would be to the geologist, 
the botanist and every lover of flowers 
and of nature!—Prof A. P. Coleman, in 
Chautauquan.

STAMPS AS WALL PAPER. 


Valued By n Collector at aa Knormaiu 
Figure. 


:n a certain old-fashioned house in 


xmdon there is a room about twelvo 
feet square that it, entirely papered n 1th 
xmtogc stamps. It is estimated Ijy Mr. 
?almer, the largest stamp-dealer in tho 
world, that those utampa would bo 
worth five mill ion dollars but for Uio 
Unfortunate circumstance that not one 
>f them is genuine. Mr. Palmer ex- 
tracted these forgeries from collections 
that ho has bought from ttrae to tune, 
and, as a rule, the people from whom 
ic bought them did not know-that they 
were forgeries. But no forged stamp 
can pass as genuine when it falls under 
the scrutiny of the expert Palmar. This 
crazy patchwork show s a specimen of 
every known stamp in the world. There 
are seventy thousand stamps on the 
walls of the room, and it took thirty 
fears to collect them. "To make wallr 
paper out of them kept four pairs of 
lands busy for three months. They 
^re pasted upon canvas, so that in or- 
der to remove the stamps it will not he 
aecesbary to remove the building. 
Paste, not gum, has been used, as gum 
fliscolors stamps. Having been fastened 
to the canvas, the stamps were treated 
to a coat of shellac, and were then 
varnished.

DROPPED DEAD AT THE GATE 


Mrs. Paul O. Fiber's Sodden Sum- 


mono—Native of Germany. 


Un. Amoldin Faber, widow ot Paul 


Q. Faber, dropper] dead this morning 
about 7 o'clock in the front yard at her 
home No. KM Bart Mason street, the first 
house east of Daniel Moore's reaidenee. 
The old lady bad been standing at the 
gate a few momenta, when she dropped 
to the ground. A moment later Mr. Eno, 
on his way to the lumber yard, aaw the 
deceased apparently sitting on the 
(rronnd, Later Mr. Moore cam* out ol 
hie house and saw her lying fiat upon the 
ground dsad. Mrs. Moore put a pillow 
under her head, and then Coroner Ben- 
dnre was eummoned. This afternoon 
the inquest was fceld at the home with 
Dr. H. D. Heil as foreman, and a verdict 
of death by htart disease was returned. 


Daniel Moore testified that he had 


known Mr?. Faber for abont 80 years, 
and saw her for the lest time alive last 
evening. Had known that deceased had 
been complaining of heart ilisesse for ten 
years. Balieve she died of heart digest e 
Had heard physicians eay EDO had heait 
disease. I found Mm. Faber dead inside 
the gate at 7 o'clock this morning. She 
was lying on her back with her arms 
stretched ont. Think deceased was 
abont 76 years of age. She was a native 
of Germany. 
Deceased lived in the 


boose alone. A few weeks sgo her sister 
visited her. 


The husband of tbe deceased died in 


1876. He was a native of Germany, and 
had eetved in tbe New York state militia 
and also in the late war. Up to a short 
time before his death Mr. Fabsr was the 
proprietor of a restaurant on the south 
side of Central PaiK. A few weeks ago 
Mrs. Faber secured a pension of 88 a 
month and received in one draft abont 
935. 
The old lajy when she got bar 


pension, and knowing that she had heart 
tremble, told the neighbors that now that 
she und got her money she didn't believe 
she would live long to enjoy it. She bad 
spent less than 810 of the cash. She 
had $26.70 laid away with her gold waton 
and chain, nnd in the little box was also 
the receipt cf expenses for the burial ot 
her husband. 


The deceased had no children, only a 


stepson who is in Germany. She has a 
brother in Philadelphia, a sister at St. 
Lonia aud a sister at Kansas Oity, 


The house at 501 East Mason street' 


where the deoeased had lived alone for 
nearly 20 years, is old and ont of repair. 
She had a life interest in it. 


Efforts will be made by the neighbors 


to communicate with Mrs. Kish at St. 
Lonie, a sister. If she oannot be reached 
friends will take charge of the funeral 
arrangements and prepare for the burial.

Mr. Thornton, |ir jj.-ietor of tlie failed 


hank at Shelbyv l!f; 0. 1>. it.iUrtt, cash- 
ier, Bnj sevrrfil others, who ot some time 
or other li»d been oonueoled officially 
with the institution nnd were arrested 
for alleged embezzlement of the funds, 
appeared yeeterday for triti).

I was looking for 
a lootitii'ii and did actually locate in 
Sjun-r^Bt, Ohio, sad lived there for n 
nunber of years, playing in the same 
band with Michael Sheridan, the Uen- 
eral'a brother. On tbe day of my first 
visit to the town Phil Sheridan and a 
companion arrived 
home from Wmt 


Point on a visit. Sheridan's oompauion 
wasalnrge joungman, filling tbe peo- 
ple's idea of a soldier, while "Phil" was a 
em ill, bantam-le^ed, diminutive fellow, | 
weighing little above a hundred punudn. 
Tbe denizens of the villaga were gnth- ' 
eree ii boota !• bout t lit. dusty streets. 
I j 


wasstnr.iiingin one of these com 
when tbe young cadets wore seen ap- 
proaching in uniform. The crowd at 
ones began to laugh and many were tbe 
uncomplimentary remarks ot disgust 
passed by these citizens upon the little 
oadet. I saw as the yonng soldier ap- 
proached tbat they would jeer him whan 
le 
got near them. 
An impulse of 


disgust seized me and I went into a store 
near by so as to avoid witnessing the 
roung man's embarrassment. 


After I became a citizen of the town 


some years the tall comrade of little 
'Phil" had been forgotten and the peo- 
ple were hearing with a good deal of in- 
credulity ot some brilliant work Lieuten- 
ant Sheridan was doing in battles with 
ha Indians in Oregon. Soon the Bheri- 
dans had built a very beautiful cottage, 
which ia still standing, and the word 
anted ont tbat Lieutenant Sheridan 
was sending his money home to pay for 
t. It was be who from his earnings 
omtortably housed his people, 
Years ilew by. The wer came and 


Little Phil Sheridan had already distin- 
guished himself on the field in epite of 


be ein, according to the gospel cf his 
neighbors, that he only weighed 
pounds. I wns in tbe service. On the 
19th day of October, 1804,1 was in Har- 
per's Ferry. I MSB to leave for Wash- 
ington that night. Just before I took 
tbe train Gen. Kelley, who wae in com- 
mand at that station, told me that he had 
just learned that Sheridan had that day 
been badly defeade;! by Early at Cedar 
Creek. I arrived tint' night on the 
Baltimore and Ohio at KJlny jnnc- 
tion, and lay down on the platform 
to rest and avatt H morning train 
for Washington. There were officers 
on that tram ranking rrjtn generals 
down to colonels and captains. Not one 
of them had heard ot the buttle. 
Tho 


morning papers diJ not contain a word 
about it. When the train reached Wash- 
ington tbe newsboys were out with ex- 
tras announcing a victory for Sheridan 
instead of f, defeat.
